SYNOPSIS 


On June 24, 2019, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Investigators responded to 
Inmate Reception Center (IRC) and contacted Inmate Marwin Ayala, booking 
#5665979 (Suspect Ayala). Suspect Ayala was involved in a force incident after 
being identified as a burglary suspect by East Los Angeles Station (ELA) 
personnel on June 21, 2019. The force was initially handled as a Category 2 
incident based on the employment of a stun bag and Taser upon Suspect Ayala. 
Following the force incident, Suspect Ayala was transported to Los Angeles 
County Medical Center (LCMC) for treatment for his injuries. On June 22, 2019, 
Suspect Ayala was diagnosed with Rhabdomyolysis as a result of the force 
incident and he was admitted into the hospital. 


IAB NOTE: Rhabdomyolysis is a serious syndrome due to a direct or 
indirect muscle injury. It results from the death of muscle fibers and 
release of their contents into the bloodstream. [www.webmd.com] 


IAB was notified of hospital admittance on June 23, 2019 [Miscellaneous 
Documents]. Suspect Ayala was discharged from LCMC on June 23, 2019. 


On June 21, 2019, at 1441 hours, Deputy Andrew Magallanes (Deputy 
Magallanes) responded tol Grace Place in the city of Commerce (DBA 
= regarding a vandalism just occurred call, ELA Tag 224 TE It A]. 
Deputy Magallanes contacter (Witness WM and was told 
Suspect Ayala entered "MEMINI after throwing a rock and breaking a window 
that led into the warehouse area. 


While searching the surrounding area for Suspect Ayala, Deputy Magallanes was 
flagged down by an unidentified motorist. Deputy Magallanes was informed of a 
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male standing on the rooftop of za in the city of 
Commerce. The male on the rooftop was Suspect Ayala and he was acting 
erratically and throwing debris from the rooftop onto the street below. Deputy 
Magallanes requested and received backup from other ELA Station personnel, 
as well as Los Angeles County Fire Department (LACFD) personnel. An arrest 
team led by Sergeant a) ascended to the rooftop of 
EN with a ladder provided by LACFD, in an attempt to 


detain Suspect Ayala. 


Suspect Ayala continued his erratic behavior and traveled north across 

intermittently adjoined rooftops until he reached O Sny Gerhart Avenue. 

Sergeant] and several deputies also traveled across the rooftops toward 
South Gerhart Avenue. 


IAB NOTE: The rooftops were a collection of commercial and residential 
buildings consisting of single and two-story structures. 


Suspect Ayala broke off building materials from the west facing roof facade and 
positioned himself on the now partially exposed wood framework. Mental 
Evaluation Team (MET) personnel responded and attempted to communicate 
with Suspect Ayala, but they were unsuccessful in gaining his cooperation. 
Suspect Ayala also refused to use a ladder provided to him by LACFD. 


Suspect Ayala became assaultive when he armed himself with an approximate 6 
foot, 2x4 piece of wood framing and swung it at Sergeant Deputy 


(Deputy — jJ and Deput (Deputy 
. Sergeant J Deputy and Deputy| (arrest 


team) were standing at the edge of the rooftop directly above Suspect Ayala. 
Suspect Ayala continued his assaultive behavior when he broke off a piece of 
wood framing and threw it at deputy and Fire Department personnel standing in 
front of IJ South Gerhart Avenue. At the direction of Sergeant Daniel Castro 
(Sergeant Castro), Deputy David Vega (Deputy Vega) employed four rounds 
from the stun bag which struck Suspect Ayala in his upper torso and left wrist. 
After being struck by the stun bag rounds, Suspect Ayala climbed onto the 
rooftop of South Gerhart Avenue, toward the arrest team. 


Sergeant directed Deputy to employ Oleoresin Capsicum spray 
(OC spray) upon Suspect Ayala as he was climbing on to the rooftop. Once on 


the rooftop, Suspect Ayala refused to cooperate by not following the commands 
to place his hands behind his back. Deputy Vega and additional ELA Station 
personnel responded to the rooftop via a ladder provided by LACFD. While on 
the rooftop, the arrest team and responding personnel struggled to gain control of 
Suspect Ayala who was refusing their commands and made an attempt to bite 
Deputy Magallanes’ hand. Unaware of each other's actions, Deputy Magallanes 
and Deputy Vega both activated their Taser using the drive stun technique upon 
Suspect Ayala. 
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IAB NOTE: Drive stun technique is when the Taser operator removes the 
prong cartridge from the Taser, exposing the electrical current when the 
Taser is activated. Unlike when used with the prong cartridge attached, 
drive stun technique does not cause full body neuromuscular 
incapacitation. 


After multiple drive stun activations by both Deputy Magallanes and Deputy 
Vega, Suspect Ayala was handcuffed by deputy personnel, and removed from 
the rooftop with assistance from LACFD personnel. All written reports 
documenting this incident were submitted with the case [Exhibit B]. 


IAB NOTE: This incident lasted approximately three hours total. 


IAB NOTE: IAB investigators were informed of several bystanders 
recording this incident with their cell phones. No deputy personnel on 
scene contacted those bystanders in an attempt to view what was 
captured. IAB investigators checked social media (YouTube, Instagram, 
Facebook) and were unable to locate recorded footage of this incident.

The criminal investigation was handled by East Los Angeles Station Detective 
Raymond Mendoza, MIENNE The District Attorney's Office filed a misdemeanor 
count of 241(c) P.C., Assault Upon a Peace Officer, and 594(a) P.C., Vandalism, 
under case number 9ES04780. Suspect Ayala was convicted of these charges 
on October 28, 2019. A copy of the minute order was submitted with this case 
[Miscellaneous Documents]. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during the afternoon with clear skies. Weather was not a 
factor.

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews 
conducted by IAB investigators. For more information and precise wording, see 
the attached verbatim interview transcriptions. 


WITNESS INTERVIEWS 
SERGEANT DANIEL CASTRO 


On January 13, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Alfredo Salazar interviewed 
Sergeant Daniel Castro (Sergeant Castro). A second interview with Sergeant 
Castro was conducted on February 17, 2020, with IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and 
Adrian Guillen. Both interviews occurred at Internal Affairs Bureau. Sergeant 
Castro was represented by Professional Peace Officer Association Labor 
Representative Teresa O'Neil for both interviews. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Sergeant Castro was ELA Unit 20S/P and responded as the field supervisor to 
Gerhart Avenue in the city of Commerce. Sergeant Castro arrived on scene and 
was informed by Deputy Magallanes of a vandalism suspect (Suspect Ayala) 
who was on a rooftop. Suspect Ayala had recently committed a vandalism to a 
business in the area and would not come down from the rooftop. After gathering 
more information from Deputy Magallanes, Sergeant Castro determined Suspect 
Ayala was actually a burglary suspect. Suspect Ayala's identification as being 
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the burglary suspect was confirmed by a witness from the burglarized business. 
Deputy Magallanes set up a containment around Suspect Ayala. The 
containment included units in the alley east of Gerhart Avenue, a unit on Gerhart 
Avenue just north of Olympic Boulevard, and a unit on Gerhart Avenue at Grace 
Place. 


Sergeant Castro said Suspect Ayala was on the rooftop “flailing his arms, gave 
the middle finger to the helicopter (LASD Airship), the deputies on the ground, 
and he was yelling obscenities.” Suspect Ayala was about thirty feet above the 
ground on the roof of N seen in [Exhibit D, Image 
7]. Suspect Ayala became agitated, continued to ignore commands from deputy 
personnel, and then “jumped” on the roof north of his location. LACFD was 
requested and arrived on scene. Sergeant Castro coordinated with Fire 


Department personnel in placing ladders near Suspect Ayala to provide him the 
ability to come down voluntarily. 


Sergeant Castro stated MET was requested via radio shortly after he arrived on 
scene [Miscellaneous Documents, CD, radio traffic, L-Tac 6 @ 01:20:35]. 
While waiting for MET’s arrival, both deputy and Fire Department personnel tried 
to convince Suspect Ayala to come down. Suspect Ayala traveled back and forth 
from a: the adjoining rooftops to the north. 
Suspect Ayala continued his agitated behavior and ignored all commands that 
were given. 


LASD Airship was over the scene and advised deputy personnel to use caution, 
because Suspect Ayala was ripping off roofing material and throwing it to the 
streets. Sergeant Castro directed deputy personnel to move a gathering of 
citizens to the east side of Gerhart Avenue and out of harm's way. Sergeant 
Castro and Sergeant discussed a tactical plan of sending personnel onto 
the rooftops. The plan was to funnel Suspect Ayala north across the rooftops 
onto a single-story structure (South Gerhart Avenue). 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant Castro stated prior to Suspect Ayala reaching the 
rooftop ot South Gerhart Avenue, the front facade was completely 
intact which made it appear the rooftop was flat [Exhibit D, Image 2]. 


When MET arrived, Suspect Ayala was “mid block on Gerhart between [and 

[as noted in Exhibit E, Image 4]. Suspect Ayala moved north across the 
rooftops toward | — Se Gerhart Avenue. MET was trying to communicate 
with Suspect Ayala while he was moving across the rooftops. Sergeant Castro 
and deputy personnel tracked Suspect Ayala while on Gerhart Avenue. Once 
Suspect Ayala reached the rooftop o! [South Gerhart Avenue, Sergeant 
Castro decided to enact the discussed plan. Sergeant Castro said, "Now is the 
time for us to go. Someone's got to get up on the roof because now we have him 
contained to these two smaller single-story structures." 
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IAB NOTE: Sergeant Castro stated there was no personnel on the 
rooftops while Suspect Ayala was traveling north from 

Avenue toll South Gerhart Avenue. Sergeant Castro did not believe 
this was considered a foot pursuit as indicated in his response [Involved 
Interviews, Sergeant Daniel Castro (2^4), page 11]. 


While Suspect Ayala was on the rooftop of South Gerhart, Sergeant 
Deput and Deputy (arrest team) went to the rear o 
to gain access to the rooftop of lll South Gerhart 


Avenue. Sergeant Castro was not aware how the arrest team got onto the 
rooftop of outh Gerhart Avenue. MET continued to speak with Suspect 
Ayala but he refused to come down. Once the arrest team was on the rooftop of 

South Gerhart Avenue, Suspect Ayala positioned himself behind the front 
facade of the rooftop and removed pieces of building materials. Suspect Ayala 
threw pieces of building materials at deputy and Fire Department personnel in 
the front of [J South Gerhart Avenue. 


Suspect Ayala was about ten feet above the ground. Sergeant Castro requested 
Fire Department personnel to place something underneath Suspect Ayala in 
case he fell. Fire Department personnel deployed a debris bag underneath 
Suspect Ayala. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant Castro described a debris bag as a "large tarp that's 
super strong that can catch somebody falling.” A debris bag is held by 
Fire Department personnel when used in this manner. 


Fire Department personnel held the debris bag underneath Suspect Ayala, and 
he swung a piece of wood (2x4) at them. Exhibit D, Image 5 shows Suspect 
Ayala with the 2x4 he swung at Fire Department personnel. Sergeant Castro 
directed Deputy Vega to deploy a stun bag. Sergeant Castro directed the 
employment of the stun bag when Suspect Ayala again swung the 2x4 at Fire 
Department personnel. Fire Department personnel were within six feet of 
Suspect Ayala. 


Deputy Vega employed four stun bag rounds which struck Suspect Ayala in the 
upper torso and lower back. Sergeant Castro stated each round appeared to be 
ineffective because Suspect Ayala never relinquished the 2x4. After being struck 
by the fourth stun bag round, Suspect Ayala placed the 2x4 on the roof, and then 
climbed onto the roof in the direction of the arrest team. Sergeant Castro could 
not see what was happening on the roof but could hear members of the arrest 
team requesting a Taser and yelling, “Stop fighting!” 


Fire Department personnel placed a ladder on the south side of [South 
Eastern Avenue in the yard of the blue house [as noted in Exhibit E, Image 2]. 
Sergeant Castro climbed up the ladder because he was fearful Soroan RN 
who was Closed to the edge, would fall off the roof. Once at the top of the ladder, 
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Sergeant Castro heard the cycling of a Taser being activated. Sergeant Castro 
did not see who was operating the Taser or the actions of the approximate four to 
five deputies on the roof. Sergeant Castro stated he was focused on keeping 
Sergeant om falling off the root. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant Castro stated he had his head against Sergeant 

HE buttocks and was pushing him forward while personnel were trying 
to control Suspect Ayala. Sergeant Castro was still on the ladder and not 
on the roof. Sergeant Castro stated he only saw Suspect Ayala laying on 
his stomach and several deputies around him. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant Castro stated he was not concerned about the 
Taser being employed on Suspect Ayala while on the roof. Sergeant 
Castro said there were enough deputies to keep Suspect Ayala safe from 
falling off the roof. 


Sergeant Castro did not see who or how Suspect Ayala was controlled and 
handcuffed. Sergeant Castro did not step off the ladder and onto the roof until he 
heard someone say, "Code-4. He's hooked." Sergeant Castro was not aware if 
Suspect Ayala was hobbled. Fire Department personnel provided a canvas 
material which deputy personnel used to wrap around Suspect Ayala like a 
“burrito.” Suspect Ayala was guided down the ladder with the assistance of Fire 
Department personnel. Sergeant Castro did not observe any injuries to Suspect 
Ayala or deputy personnel. Sergeant Castro held a debriefing with deputy 
personnel following the incident. 


Sergeant Castro spoke with Dr. Shin on June 23, 2019, at LCMC regarding the 
health of Suspect Ayala. Dr. Shin informed him that Suspect Ayala was admitted 
for Rhabdomyolysis. Dr. Shin said the “high amounts of methamphetamine use 
and alcohol intoxication," coupled with the contributing factor of the employment 
of the stun bag and Taser, triggered the Rhabdomyolysis within Suspect Ayala. 


DEPUTY JONATHAN LARES 


On February 6, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Jeremy Carr interviewed 
Deputy Jonathan Lares (Deputy Lares) at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Lares 
was represented by Attorney William Hadden from Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & 
Silver. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Lares was assigned as ELA Unit 27T/P. Deputy Lares was the assisting 
unit on Deputy Magallanes’ initial vandalism call on Grace Place. While 
searching the area, Deputy Lares was informed of Suspect Ayala being on a 
rooftop on Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Lares saw Suspect Ayala on the rooftop [as 
noted in Exhibit F, Image 4]. Suspect Ayala was jumping rooftops, traveling 
north across several buildings. Deputy Lares was directed by Deputy 
Magallanes to contact a witness from EMI on Grace Place. Deputy Lares 
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contacted Witness who confirmed the identity of Suspect Ayala during a 
field show-up. 


After confirming the identity of Suspect Ayala, Deputy Lares moved to the front of 
HEM South Gerhart Avenue with Deputy Vega and a group of other deputies in 
the street [as noted in Exhibit F, Image 1]. Suspect Ayala had positioned 
himself behind the front facade of the building and began removing pieces of 
building materials. Fire Department personnel placed a ladder on the west side 
of South Gerhart Avenue to provide Suspect Ayala the access to come 
down. Suspect Ayala refused to come down and threw pieces of wood at 
deputies standing in the street. 


Deputy Vega responded to Suspect Ayala’s assault by firing four stun bag rounds 
at him. Suspect Ayala was struck in the upper torso [Witness Interviews, 
Deputy Jonathan Lares, page 24-28]. Suspect Ayala climbed from the facade 
onto the rooftop. There were several deputies on the rooftop, but Deputy Lares 
did not know who the deputies were. Deputy Lares relocated to the south side of 

[South Gerhart Avenue and held a ladder for deputy personnel to ascend to 
the rooftop [as noted in Exhibit F, Image 2]. 


Deputy Lares did not see what was happening on the roof but did hear the sound 
of a Taser being activated. He also heard someone say, "Put your hands behind 
your back." Deputy Lares held the ladder as assisting deputy and Fire 
Department personnel went up to the roof. Suspect Ayala was wrapped in a 
"blanket" and guided down the ladder. Deputy Lares accompanied Suspect 
Ayala in the back of the ambulance as he was being transported to the hospital. 
Deputy Lares observed bruising to Suspect Ayala's arm but he could not 
remember which arm. At the hospital, Deputy Lares was informed by Dr. 
Habernum that Suspect Ayala had "approximately an inch bruising and abrasions 
to his right arm, left forearm, and middle back." 


DEPUTY MARLIN CONDE 


On February 5, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Jeremy Carr interviewed 
Deputy Marlin Conde (Deputy Conde) at ELA Sheriff's Station. Deputy Conde 
did not have representation during her interview. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Deputy Conde was assigned as ELA Unit 20B1/P with Deputy 5 | 
Upon arrival at eputy Conde saw Suspect Ayala 
on the roof of a building [as noted in Exhibit G, Image 4]. Suspect Ayala 


jumped back and forth across rooftops, threw building materials off the roof, and 
yelled profanities at personnel on the ground. Sergeants iiini Castro were 
present while deputies tried to communicate with Suspect Ayala. Deputy Conde 
was present at a briefing lead by the sergeants which discussed how to handle 
the situation. 
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Deputy Conde was part of an arrest team to be led by Sergeant: go onto 
the roof to try and talk with Suspect Ayala. The arrest team utilized a ladder to 
ascend to the rooftop just south of Suspect Ayala’s location [as noted in Exhibit 
G, Image 4]. Suspect Ayala moved north across the rooftops as the arrest team 
made it up to the rooftop. The arrest team followed Suspect Ayala north across 
the rooftops. Deputy Conde said she did not feel comfortable jumping rooftops 
when the gap between rooftops got bigger [Miscellaneous Documents]. 
“Sergeant Deputy RR c a couple other deputies continued 
following the suspect" [Witness Interviews, Deputy Marlin Conde, pages 11- 
13]. 


Suspect Ayala traveled north to the rooftop of Hi S) Gerhart Avenue. 
Deputy Conde back tracked south across the rooftops and descended the same 
ladder she used to get up onto the rooftop. Deputy Conde responded to the front 
of South Gerhart Avenue. Deputy and Fire Department personnel 
communicated with Suspect Ayala in an effort to get him to come down. Fire 
Department personnel placed ladders on the west and south side of South 
Gerhart Avenue to provide Suspect Ayala an access to come down [as noted in 
Exhibit G, Image 1]. Suspect Ayala wedged himself behind the front facade and 
removed building materials and threw them in the direction of personnel on the 
ground. 


Deputy Conde and a firefighter were directly underneath Suspect Ayala holding 
the ladder that was on the west side of South Gerhart Avenue. Suspect 
Ayala armed himself with a piece of wood that was about thirty inches long with 
nails protruding from one end. Fire Department personnel held a “strong mesh 
bag” underneath Suspect Ayala in case he fell. When Suspect Ayala continued 
to throw building material at personnel, Sergeant Castro directed Deputy Vega to 
employ the stun bag. Deputy Vega employed two rounds at Suspect Ayala 
which hit Suspect Ayala in his upper torso. 


After being hit by the stun bag rounds, Suspect Ayala climbed onto the roof of 

South Gerhart Avenue toward the arrest team. Deputy Conde could not 
see the roof from her position but heard the arrest team giving commands to 
Suspect Ayala. She also smelled OC spray in the air but did not see who 
employed it. Deputy Conde relocated her position to the ladder on the south side 
of South Gerhart Avenue [as noted in Exhibit F, Image 3]. 


Deputy Conde climbed up the ladder and saw Suspect Ayala on his stomach 
about six feet from the south rooftop edge. Suspect Ayala did not cooperate with 
the arrest team. Suspect Ayala kicked his legs and flailed his body while they 
tried to control him with firm grips. Deputy Conde heard a deputy say, “Hey, we 
need a mask, he's trying to bite." Deputy Conde heard the sound of a Taser 
being employed but did not see who employed the Taser. Suspect Ayala was 
handcuffed and guided down the south side ladder with the assistance of Fire

30]. 


IAB NOTE: Following this incident, Deputy Conde advised Sergeant 

f the force she witnessed. She stated Sergeant did not 
direct her to document her observations. Deputy Conde did not write a 
supplemental report regarding what she witnessed during this incident. 


DEPUTY FREDERICK CORDOVA 


On November 14, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Connie Delgado 
interviewed Deputy Frederick Cordova (Deputy Cordova) at the Mental 
Evaluation Team office located at 1441 Santa Anita Avenue in the city of South 
El Monte. Deputy Cordova did not have representation during his interview. The 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Cordova was assigned to MET Unit H918A and responded to Gerhart 
Avenue with his partner, Clinician Joanna Gamboa (Clinician Gamboa). Upon 
arrival, Deputy Cordova spoke with Deputy Magallanes and was asked if MET 
could speak with Suspect Ayala. Suspect Ayala was on a rooftop yelling 
profanities and not responding to the deputies on the ground who were trying to 
communicate with him. Suspect Ayala paced back and forth across several 
rooftops. Deputy Cordova tried speaking with Suspect Ayala, but he would not 
respond. Deputy Cordova used the loud speaker from a patrol vehicle when 
speaking with Suspect Ayala. When Suspect Ayala moved north across the 
rooftops, Deputy Cordova exited the patrol vehicle and spoke to him without the 
loud speaker. Suspect Ayala continued to yell incoherently and was 
unresponsive to Deputy Cordova's attempts to “engage” with him. 


Suspect Ayala ripped off materials from the roof and threw them on to the ground 
below, toward deputy and Fire Department personnel. Deputy Cordova advised 
Deputy Magallanes that Suspect Ayala was not responding to him and refused 
orders to come down. After meeting with Deputy Magallanes, Deputy Cordova 
stated that several deputies went onto the rooftops to "keep an eye on Suspect 
Ayala." Suspect Ayala moved north across the rooftops to [J South Gerhart 
Avenue. Suspect Ayala positioned himself behind the front facade of lll South 
Gerhart Avenue and began ripping off pieces of building materials. 


Deputy Cordova stood with other deputy personnel on Gerhart Avenue 
approximately twenty feet in front of South Gerhart Avenue. He directed 
Clinician Gamboa to the west side of Gerhart Avenue and out of harm's way. 
Fire Department personnel placed ladders on the west and south sides - 
South Gerhart Avenue and tried to convince Suspect Ayala to come down. 
Suspect Ayala continued to yell incoherently. He ripped off a long piece of wood 
and swung it at the deputies that were on the roof of South Gerhart 
Avenue. 
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Deputy Cordova stated he did not witness force applied during this incident 
because he walked over to communicate with Clinician Gamboa on the west side 
of Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Cordova believed there was a struggle on the roof 
because he saw deputies hunched over and "possibly handcuffing" Suspect 
Ayala. Deputy Cordova also stated he did not hear sounds consistent with a stun 
bag or Taser being employed [Witness Interviews, Deputy Frederick Cordova, 
pages 32-34]. 


CLINICIAN JOANNA GAMBOA 


On November 14, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Connie Delgado 
interviewed Clinician Joanna Gamboa (Clinician Gamboa) at the Mental 
Evaluation Team office located at 1441 Santa Anita Avenue in the city of South 
El Monte. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Clinician Gamboa is a licensed social worker with MET. She responded with her 
partner, Deputy Cordova, to ELA regarding an individual on a roof. When they 
arrived, Clinician Gamboa saw Suspect Ayala moving across several rooftops 
[as noted in Exhibit H]. Deputy personnel tried to communicate with Suspect 
Ayala, but he refused to cooperate with them. Clinician Gamboa was asked to 
communicate with Suspect Ayala in Spanish. Clinician Gamboa used the loud 
Speaker in a patrol car in an attempt to talk to Suspect Ayala in Spanish. 
Suspect Ayala incoherently responded in English while pacing back and forth 
across several rooftops. While on the rooftops, Suspect Ayala ripped off roofing 
materials and threw them on to the street below. To her knowledge, no 
personnel on scene were hit by the items being thrown off the roof. 


Clinician Gamboa was unable to make an assessment of Suspect Ayala, 
because he would not “engage” with her. Suspect Ayala positioned himself 
behind the front facade of [South Gerhart Avenue and began ripping off 
pieces of building material. Clinician Gamboa removed herself from attempting 
to communicate with Suspect Ayala, because he became increasingly agitated 
and the situation became unsafe for her. Clinician Gamboa moved to the west 
sidewalk of Gerhart Avenue. 


IAB NOTE: While on the sidewalk, Clinician Gamboa stated an unknown 
male bystander next to her appeared to record the incident on his cell 
phone. 


Fire Department personnel placed a ladder in the yard on the south side of 
South Gerhart Avenue. Deputy and Fire Department personnel told Suspec 
Ayala to come down the ladder, but he refused to cooperate. Suspect Ayala 
grabbed a piece of wood from the building and swung it toward personnel on the 
ground in front of B South Gerhart Avenue. Clinician Gamboa saw deputy 
personnel employ a “long gun looking type that was gray and yellow" (stun bag). 
At that point, Clinician Gamboa turned her back on the situation as she did not 
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want to see what was about to happen. She heard multiple shots being fired but 
was not aware if it was from the stun bag. Clinician Gamboa heard a 
“commotion” going on behind her. Once the “commotion” sound was over, 
Clinician Gamboa turned back toward the incident location and saw Suspect 
Ayala being guided down the ladder on the south side of [South Gerhart 
Avenue. 


LACFD CAPTAIN OSCAR ESCAMILLA 


On November 19, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Iris Alvarez interviewed 
Captain Oscar Escamilla (Captain Escamilla) at LACFD Station 22 located at 928 
South Gerhart Avenue in the city of Commerce. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Captain Escamilla and personnel from LACFD Station 22 responded to Gerhart 
Avenue to provide Sheriff's Department personnel access to a ladder. When 
Captain Escamilla arrived on scene, he saw Suspect Ayala “jumping back and 
forth from one roof to another.” Captain Escamilla was asked by a deputy for 
access to a ladder in order to get Suspect Ayala off the rooftop. Captain 
Escamilla requested a Quint fire truck from LACFD Station 3 (Quint 3) because 
his fire truck did not have a long enough ladder to reach the rooftop. 


IAB NOTE: A Quint fire truck serves the dual purpose as a fire engine and 
ladder truck. 


Captain Escamilla said deputy personnel communicated with Suspect Ayala who 
was pacing back and forth on the rooftop. Quint 3 arrived and Fire Department 
personnel placed a ladder against the building Suspect Ayala was standing on 
[as noted in Exhibit I, Image 4]. Captain Escamilla said Suspect Ayala seemed 
agitated and moved around on the rooftop once the ladder was placed against 
the building. Suspect Ayala jumped rooftop to rooftop while traveling northbound 
across several buildings. Suspect Ayala traveled north across the rooftops "until 
he got to the last building of lll Gerhart.” 


At the request of deputy personnel, Fire Department personnel placed a ladder 
on the south side of South Gerhart Avenue which deputy personnel used to 
access the rooftop. Captain Escamilla said he saw about six deputies ascend 
onto the rooftop. Once deputy personnel went up on the rooftop, Suspect Ayala 
hid behind the facade on the west side of the building. Suspect Ayala broke off 
pieces of building material and threw them at deputies standing in front of 

South Gerhart Avenue. At the direction of deputy personnel, Fire Department 
personnel placed a ladder on the west side of [South Gerhart Avenue with 
the intention Suspect Ayala would use it to climb down. 
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Suspect Ayala kicked the west ladder away and refused the commands being 
given by deputy personnel. A debris bag was set up by Fire Department 
personnel to be placed underneath Suspect Ayala in case he fell. 


IAB NOTE: Placement of the debris bag and ladder on the west side of 
HEB South Gerhart Avenue is noted in Exhibit I, Image 1. 


While the debris bag was being set up, Suspect Ayala armed himself with a 2x4 
that was approximately six feet long. Suspect Ayala swung the 2x4 at deputy 
and Fire Department personnel. Deputy personnel used a “bean bag” (stun bag) 
on Suspect Ayala as he swung the 2x4. Captain Escamilla heard about six shots 
being fired from the stun bag. Suspect Ayala was hit on his side and back. After 
being hit by the last stun bag round, Suspect Ayala climbed onto the rooftop 
where he was met by deputy personnel. Captain Escamilla did not see what 
happened once Suspect Ayala was on the rooftop with deputy personnel. 
Suspect Ayala was wrapped in the debris bag then guided down the ladder on 
the south side ofi South Gerhart Avenue by deputy and Fire Department 
personnel. Once off the roof, Suspect Ayala was transported to the hospital. 


LACFD FIREFIGHTER ROBERT PALMA 


On November 19, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Iris Alvarez interviewed 
Firefighter Robert Palma (Firefighter Palma) at LACFD Station 22 located at 928 
South Gerhart Avenue in the city of Commerce. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Firefighter Palma said he saw Suspect Ayala standing on a rooftop [as noted in 
Exhibit J, Image 4] once he arrived on scene with personnel from LACFD 
Station 22. Deputy personnel appeared to be trying to communicate with 
Suspect Ayala but Firefighter Palma could not hear what was being said. Deputy 
personnel requested the use of a ladder which was obtained by Quint 3 at the 
direction of Captain Escamilla. Quint 3 took approximately thirty minutes to 
arrive. 


Suspect Ayala moved north on rooftops [as indicated in Exhibit J, Image 4]. 
Firefighter Palma helped other Fire Department personnel with the placement of 
ladders against the buildings. Suspect Ayala moved back and forth across 
several rooftops yelling profanities and “kind of just being agitated and irate.” 
Suspect Ayala moved north until he reached the rooftop of [South Gerhart 
Avenue. Suspect Ayala wedged himself behind the front facade and “yelled 
profanities at everybody” and became “more agitated.” Firefighter Palma saw 
two deputies on the rooftop of lf South Gerhart Avenue. 


IAB NOTE: Firefighter Palma was standing in the yard south of MM 
South Gerhart Avenue about ten feet from Suspect Ayala.

Suspect Ayala kicked away a ladder that was placed on the west side of J 
South Gerhart Avenue. Suspect Ayala refused the commands by deputy 
personnel to climb down the ladder on the west side of IE] South Gerhart 
Avenue. Suspect Ayala armed himself with a 2x4 that was about six feet in 
length with had a nail protruding from the end [Exhibit J, Image 5]. Suspect 
Ayala swung the 2x4 at Firefighter Palma and other Fire Department personnel 
who were standing approximately six feet in front of — [su Gerhart Avenue. 


Firefighter Palma heard “three pops" after Suspect Ayala swung the 2x4. 
Firefighter Palma realized the pops he heard were from deputy personnel 
employing a “bean bag" (stun bag). Suspect Ayala was hit twice in the right rib 
cage. Firefighter Palma lost sight of Suspect Ayala when he climbed onto the 
rooftop after being hit by the last stun bag round [as indicated by the third 
noted location in Exhibit J, Image 1]. 


Firefighter Palma placed a ladder on the south side of ll South Gerhart 
Avenue, which allowed several deputy personnel access to the rooftop. 
Firefighter Palma did not go up the ladder but heard what sounded like a 
“scuffle,” and deputies on the roof telling Suspect Ayala to calm down. Firefighter 
Palma went up the ladder and saw Suspect Ayala was in handcuffs and “black 
webbing’ around his ankles. Even though Suspect Ayala was handcuffed, he 
was still “very agitated” and not cooperating with deputy personnel. Firefighter 
Palma assisted in placing Suspect Ayala in the debris bag and escorting him 
down the ladder and off the roof. Firefighter Palma did not see or hear the 
employment of a Taser and only smelled the presence of OC spray emitting from 
Suspect Ayala’s person. 


LACFD CAPTAIN MICHAEL FRESCAS 


On February 7, 2020, IAB Sergeant Ray Jones conducted a telephonic interview 
with Captain Michael Frescas (Captain Frescas). The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Captain Frescas is the captain of LACFD Station 3. Captain Frescas responded 
to Gerhart Avenue per a request for access to his unit’s ladders. Upon arrival, 
Captain Frescas noticed Suspect Ayala yelling incoherently while traveling 
across several rooftops. Fire Department personnel placed several ladders 
against several buildings to provide Suspect Ayala the opportunity to come down 
voluntarily as he traveled north across rooftops. Captain Frescas stated he did 
not see deputy personnel on the rooftops following Suspect Ayala. 


Suspect Ayala traveled north until he reached the rooftop of [n Gerhart 
Avenue. Suspect Ayala positioned himself behind the front, west facing facade 
of l SU Gerhart Avenue. Deputy personnel tried to communicate with 
Suspect Ayala but. Fire Department personnel placed a ladder on the west side 
of [South Gerhart Avenue. Suspect Ayala kicked away the ladder multiple 
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times and began breaking off pieces of building material. Suspect Ayala broke 
off a 2x4 and jabbed it at the Fire Department personnel who were holding the 
ladder. Suspect Ayala then threw a piece of wood at deputy personnel in front of 
Misch Gerhart Avenue. A deputy employed a “beanbag” (stun bag) 
multiple times at Suspect Ayala. 


IAB NOTE: Captain Frescas stated the debris bag was not fully deployed 
underneath Suspect Ayala prior to the employment of the stun bag. 


After being hit by the stun bag, Suspect Ayala climbed onto the rooftop. Captain 
Frescas did not see what happened on the roof as he was directing his firemen 
to relocate a ladder to the south side of s Gerhart Avenue. Captain 
Frescas climbed up the ladder onto the roof and saw Suspect Ayala was already 
handcuffed. Captain Frescas directed deputy personnel on the roof on using the 
debris bag to get Suspect Ayala off the roof.

Witness Is EN en saw Suspect Ayala inside the 
business.

identify Suspect Ayala during a field show up. Suspect Ayala was on the rooftop 


of South Gerhart Avenue when she confirmed his identity. 
IAB NOTE: The field show up with Witness] was conducted while 
she was at the rear door of . The rear door of is on the 
west side of Gerhart Avenue directly across from | | outh Gerhart 
Avenue. 


MUT E there were two or three deputies on the same roof as 
Suspect Ayala. Suspect Ayala positioned himself behind the front facade and 
began breaking off pieces of the building. Deputy personnel tried to talk Suspect 
Ayala down but he did not cooperate with them. Suspect Ayala threw pieces of 
wood toward personnel, who were on Gerhart Avenue. AM stated 
deputy personnel shot Suspect Ayala with "rubber balls" (stun bag). She was not 
sure how many shots were fired but stated Suspect Ayala was hit. 


Suspect Ayala climbed onto the rooftop where they “tackled him down. I'm 
assuming they couldn't really keep him down and that's when they had to Taser 
him." Witness cia not actually see Suspect Ayala being tased, but she 
saw a deputy with a Taser and heard Suspect Ayala scream. After she heard 
Suspect Ayala scream, Witnes isaid she was directed to another location 
by deputy personnel. Witness no longer had a visual of the rooftop. 
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INVOLVED INTERVIEWS 
DEPUTY ANDREW MAGALLANES 


On February 3, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Jeremy Carr interviewed 
Deputy Andrew Magallanes (Deputy Magallanes) at Internal Affairs Bureau. 
Deputy Magallanes was represented by Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from The 
Gibbons Firm. The following is a summary of the interview: 


On June 21, 2019, Deputy Magallanes was assigned as ELA Unit 27/P. He 
responded as the handling unit tol Grace Place in the city of Commerce for 
a burglary just occurred call. Deputy Magallanes contacted several employees at 
the location and confirmed that a crime of burglary had occurred. Deputy 
Magallanes obtained a physical description of the suspect and proceeded to 
search the area. While driving southbound on Gerhart Avenue, Deputy 
Magallanes was flagged down by an unidentified motorist. Deputy Magallanes 
was informed there was a male standing on the rooftop of a building on Gerhart 
Avenue. Deputy Magallanes looked at the rooftop the motorist was referring to 
and saw a male matching the description provided by the employees on his 
burglary just occurred call. With the help of assisting units, including Aero 
Bureau, Deputy Magallanes set up a containment and began communications 
with the male on the rooftop who was later identified as Suspect Ayala. 


IAB NOTE: The male on the roof was identified as Suspect Ayala who 
had burglarized the business at c ace Place. The positive 
identification occurred during a field show up with MU m 
from the business. The field show up was conducted while 
uspect Ayala was on the rooftop of [E] South Gerhart Avenue. 


Deputy Magallanes requested the Mental Evaluation Team (MET) to assist in 
communications with Suspect Ayala. Deputy Magallanes also designated five 
assisting personnel as an arrest team, which included Sergeant Deputy 
Magallanes stated Suspect Ayala was “acting very strange" and was “possibly 
under the influence or having an unknown mental condition." Deputy Magallanes 
based his assessment from working with the mentally ill while assigned to 
Custody Division. Deputy Magallanes stated Sergeant Castro was present. 


Suspect Ayala was pacing and "traveling" across adjoining rooftops while Deputy 
Magallanes communicated with him. Deputy Magallanes requested LACFD to 
use their ladders to climb up to the rooftop where Suspect Ayala was standing. 
Deputy Magallanes initially stated no personnel was on the rooftop with Suspect 
Ayala prior to the arrival of MET. He corrected himself and stated a team was 
sent up onto the rooftop prior to MET's arrival to take Suspect Ayala into custody. 
A briefing occurred, in the presence of at least Sergeant Castro, which discussed 
the roles of those going onto the roof. Deputy Magallanes and a contact team 
went up onto the rooftop with Suspect Ayala [as noted in Exhibit K, Image 4]. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Magallanes stated the contact team consisted of 
himself, Sergeant Deputy BP eputy |. ec two 
additional personnel who he could not remember. The decision to go onto 
the roof was due to Suspect Ayala damaging the air conditioning unit on 


the roof and potentially arming himself yi e contact 

team ascended to the rooftop E  ——-——»-] 
Suspect Ayala continued north across the rooftops as the contact team climbed 
up the ladder. Suspect Ayala continued north across the rooftops until he. 
reached the rooftop of Mil South Gerhart Avenue. Only Sergeant 
Pep N Deputy EBENE: f the contact team continued onto 
the rooftop of outh Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Magallanes descended from 
the rooftop and responded to the front of South Gerhart Avenue. 


MET arrived and began communications with Suspect Ayala. After speaking with 
Suspect Ayala for approximately thirty minutes, MET advised Deputy Magallanes 
"there was no way to talk him down and rationalize with him.” MET also stated 
“they didn’t think that he was under some sort of mental condition.” 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Magallanes was not clear on when MET arrived or if 
their entire assessment of Suspect Ayala was done at lll South Gerhart 
Avenue. 


Suspect Ayala could no longer travel north on the rooftops and began “tearing 
apart the rooftop and getting 2x4’s (building materials)” and throwing them at 
deputy personnel. Fire Department personnel placed a ladder on the south side 
of South Gerhart Avenue [as noted in Exhibit K, Image 1]. Suspect Ayala 
ignored commands to come down and pushed the ladder away multiple times. 
Suspect Ayala grabbed pieces of building material from the front facade of 

South Gerhart Avenue and threw them at both deputy and Fire Department 
personnel. 


Suspect Ayala grabbed a long 2x4 and swung it at the arrest team on the rooftop 
and personnel in front on Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Magallanes saw Deputy Vega 
deploy a stun bag at the direction of Sergeant Castro. 


Suspect Ayala ignored commands to drop the 2x4 and instead threw it at deputy 
personnel standing on Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Vega employed the stun bag at 
Suspect Ayala. Deputy Magallanes heard 3 stun bag employments and saw 
Suspect Ayala get hit 3 times in the upper torso. Deputy Magallanes stated there 
was nothing beneath Suspect Ayala to minimize injury if he fell during the 
employment of the stun bag. 


After the employment of the stun bag, Suspect Ayala climbed up onto the rooftop 
in the direction of the arrest team. Deputy Magallanes climbed up the ladder on 
the south side of E] South Gerhart Avenue to assist the arrest team. Once on 
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the rooftop, Deputy Magallanes could only see the backs of the arrest team who 
appeared to be to struggling to control Suspect Ayala. Deputy Magallanes 

ositioned himself on the upper right side of Suspect Ayala next to Deputy 
ES who was attempting to gain control of Suspect Ayala's right arm with a 
firm grip. Suspect Ayala was lying on his stomach. 


Deputy Magallanes attempted to control the upper body of Suspect Ayala with 
his hands using body weight pressure. Suspect Ayala was "swinging his arms 
and moving his head side to side." Deputy Magallanes recognized Suspect 
Ayala attempted to bite his hand. Deputy Magallanes grabbed a Taser from 
Deputy oc the Taser cartridge and drive stunned Suspect Ayala 
on his back as he made another attempt at biting Deputy Magallanes' hand. 
Deputy Magallanes drive stunned Suspect Ayala three times in the middle of his 
back. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Magallanes drive stunned Suspect Ayala three times 
because he did not believe the Taser was effective. His belief was based 
on Suspect Ayala's body did not “lock up" and Suspect Ayala continued to 
try to bite Deputy Magallanes [Involved Interviews, Deputy Andrew 
Magallanes, pages 41-48]. 


IAB NOTE: After the first two drive stun activations, Deputy Magallanes 
test fired the Taser to ensure it was working properly. After test firing the 
Taser, Deputy Magallanes employed a third drive stun activation upon 
Suspect Ayala's back. Deputy Magallanes' Taser activations are 
documented in [Exhibit L (Seq # 248-252)]. 


After the third drive stun upon Suspect Ayala, Deputy Magallanes heard 
Someone say Suspect Ayala was handcuffed. Deputy Magallanes stated he did 
not see the actions of Sergeant r ^» RN "°c he was on 
the rooftop of lll South Gerhart Avenue. Deputy Magallanes also was 
unaware of who handcuffed Suspect Ayala. Once handcuffed, Fire Department 
personnel responded to the rooftop and escorted Suspect Ayala down the ladder. 
Deputy Magallanes did not observe any injuries to Suspect Ayala or to deputy 


personnel. Deputy Magallanes stated this entire incident lasted a few hours 
starting from the time he was flagged down by the unknown motorist. 


DEPUTY DAVID VEGA 


On February 4, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Connie Delgado interviewed 
Deputy David Vega (Deputy Vega) at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Vega was 
represented by Attorney William Hadden from Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & 
Silver. The following is a summary of the interview: 

Deputy Vega was assigned as ELA Unit 27F/P with Deputy | | Deputy 
Vega and Deputy (Unit 27F) responded to Gerhart Avenue regarding a 
backup request for a burglary suspect. Upon arrival, Deputy Vega saw Suspect 
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Ayala on a rooftop. Unit 27F was directed to take a position in the alley east of 
Gerhart Avenue. Suspect Ayala jumped across rooftops and appeared to be 
trying to “evade” deputy personnel. Deputy Vega gave the suspect commands to 
stop, but Suspect Ayala ignored his commands. Unit 27F was relocated to 
Gerhart Avenue in front of South rt Avenue. Suspect Ayala went 
back and forth between the rooftops of South Gerhart Avenue and 


While in front of the location, Deputy Vega saw Suspect Ayala position himself 
behind the west facing facade of the rooftop. Deputy Vega also saw deputy 
personnel (arrest team) on the rooftop of South Gerhart Avenue. MET 
personnel attempted to communicate with Suspect Ayala. Suspect Ayala did not 
respond to their efforts. Fire Department personnel placed a ladder on the south 
side offfSouth Gerhart Avenue so that Suspect Ayala could use it to climb 
down. Suspect Ayala refused to climb down the ladder. He then grabbed a 
piece of wood (2x4) from the frame work of the facade and swung it at Fire 
Department personnel on the south side of the building. 


Deputy Vega retrieved and deployed a stun bag. Fire Department personnel had 
a “padding” available to place underneath Suspect Ayala in case he fell. Fire 
Department personnel, who stood approximately four feet in front of Suspect 
Ayala, were unable to place the “padding” underneath Suspect Ayala, because 
he swung the 2x4 at Fire Department personnel. Deputy Vega gave Suspect 
Ayala commands to drop the 2x4. Suspect Ayala ignored the commands and 
again swung the 2x4 at Fire Department personnel. Deputy Vega employed the 
stun bag, from approximately thirty feet away, four times at Suspect Ayala. 
Suspect Ayala was struck a total of four times in his torso and wrist. Deputy 
Vega stated he employed the stun bag based on his own observations of 
Suspect Ayala’s actions and not at the direction of Sergeant Castro [Involved 
Interviews, Deputy David Vega, pages 26-31]. 


Suspect Ayala climbed onto the rooftop after being struck by the stun bag rounds 
and began struggling with the arrest team. Deputy Vega handed the stun bag off 
to “someone wearing tan and green” and ran to the ladder on the south side of 
outh Gerhart Avenue [as noted in Exhibit M, Image 2]. Deputy Vega 
was in fear of the arrest team and Suspect Ayala falling off the rooftop. Deputy 
Vega ascended the ladder onto the rooftop and saw Suspect Ayala “flailing his 
limbs," refusing to be controlled by the arrest team. Deputy Vega interpreted 
Suspect Ayala's actions as trying to assault personnel and avoid apprehension. 


Deputy Vega retrieved a Taser from an unknown deputy that was also on the 
rooftop. Deputy Vega removed the Taser cartridge and drive stunned Suspect 
Ayala "five to seven cycles in five second increments due to his resistance." 
Deputy Vega employed the Taser upon the upper part of Suspect Ayala's leg. 
Deputy Vega could not remember if the suspect was on his back or stomach. 
During the employment of the Taser, Deputy Vega test fired the Taser away from 
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Suspect Ayala’s body to ensure it was working properly. The only force Deputy 
Vega witnessed was Deputy Hs cates, straddling Suspect Ayala’s back 
while holding him down with body weight on the rooftop [Involved Interviews, 
Deputy David Vega, pages 37-46]. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Vega's Taser activations are documented in Exhibit N 
(Seq # 42-46). 


Once Suspect Ayala was controlled, he was wrapped in a "safety blanket" 
provided by Fire Department personnel. Suspect Ayala was guided down the 
ladder on the south side of South Gerhart Avenue.

Deput Deputy EM at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy

Deputy as assigned to ELA Unit 28T/P. Upon arriving on Gerhart 
Avenue, Deputy saw Suspect Ayala on the rooftop [as noted in Exhibit 
O, Image 4]. Suspect Ayala jumped back and forth across several rooftops and 
ignored commands by deputy personnel. Deputy vas included on a 
team (arrest team) that ascended to the rooftop with the plan to detain Suspect 


Ayala. The arrest team was Deput who was designated as the OC

Interviews, Deput page 9]. 


The arrest team ascended to the same rooftop as Suspect Ayala [as noted in 
Exhibit O, Image 4]. When the arrest team reached the rooftop, Suspect Ayala 
"ran northbound jumping onto the other roofs." Deputy MM at the arrest 
team followed Suspect Ayala as he was “running and attempting to get away 
from us” [Involved Interviews, TO e 12]. Suspect 
Ayala continued north until he reached the rooftop of| South Gerhart 


Avenue. The arrest team also continued to the rooftop of Bi South Gerhart 
Avenue. 


Suspect Ayala positioned himself on the west side ot — s Gerhart 
Avenue and began removing pieces from the facade. Suspect Ayala yelled 
profanities at deputy personnel on Gerhart Avenue and armed himself with a five 
foot long piece of wood (2x4). Suspect Ayala swung the 2x4 at the arrest team. 
MET personnel tried to communicate with Suspect Ayala from Gerhart Avenue, 
but he did not respond to them. Deputy an the arrest team stepped 
back to the east side of the rooftop, when deputy personnel on Gerhart Avenue 
stated a stun bag was being deployed. 
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Deputy heard the stun bag being employed. He was unsure how many 
times he heard the stun bag employed. After the employment of the stun bag, 
Suspect Ayala placed the 2x4 onto the rooftop which was secured by Sergeant 
a Suspect Ayala was “extremely aggravated” when he climbed onto the 
rooftop toward the arrest team. Deputy lb lioved Suspect Ayala was 


climbing up to fight with the arrest team, employed his OC spray upon Suspect 
Ayala. The arrest team pulled Suspect Ayala onto the rooftop. Sergeant 
wrapped himself around Suspect Ayala's legs, and Deput land 


Deputy RR NA sea firm grips to Suspect Ayala's left and right arms 
respectively. Suspect Ayala thrashed his body and refused to cooperate with the 
arrest team. During the control of Suspect Ayala, Deputy MN tated the 
arrest team and Suspect Ayala's movements caused them to slide toward the 
edge of the rooftop [Involved Interviews, Deputy | pages 23- 
31]. 


Additional deputy personnel responded to the rooftop to assist the arrest team 

with the control of Suspect Ayala. Deputy Mlllliststed Suspect Ayala was 

handcuffed, but he did not know who placed the handcuffs on the suspect. 

Suspect Ayala was guided off the rooftop down the ladder on the south side of 
South Gerhart Avenue 


On February 4, 2020, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Jeremy Carr interviewed 
Deputy (Deputy at Internal Affairs Bureau.

Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy, was assigned as ELA Unit 20B1/P with Deputy Conde. 
They responded to Gerhart Avenue regarding a burglary suspect on a rooftop. 
Upon arrival, Deputy saw Suspect Ayala on a rooftop, pacing 
ack and forth [as noted in Exhibit P, Image 4]. During a briefing with Sergeant 
nd Deputy | oou MAN informed he was part of 
their team (arrest team) that would be going onto the rooftop to talk to Suspect 
Ayala. The arrest team made the decision to go onto the rooftop because 


Suspect Ayala was in danger of hurting himself “due to the fact he's jumping on 
roof to roof." 


The arrest team used a ladder provided by Fire Department personnel to ascend 
to the rooftop [as noted in Exhibit P, Image 4]. Once Suspect Ayala saw the 
arrest team ascending to the rooftop, he traveled north across several rooftops 
until he reached lll South Gerhart Avenue [as noted in Exhibit P, Image 3]. 
The arrest team traveled north across the rooftops as well. Suspect Ayala 
positioned himself behind the front facade of outh Gerhart Avenue once 
the arrest team made it to the rooftop d sm Gerhart Avenue. The arrest 
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team kept a visual on Suspect Ayala from the rooftop but allowed the deputy 
personnel on the ground to communicate with him. 


Suspect Ayala did not respond to commands from deputy personnel on Gerhart 
Avenue and kicked away a ladder that was near him. Suspect Ayala began 
ripping off building material from the front fagade and armed himself with a piece 
of wood (2x4). Suspect Ayala swung the 2x4 at the arrest team on the rooftop. 
The arrest team stepped back behind a roof air vent [as noted in Exhibit P, 
Image 2]. Deputy MR RR the employment of the stun bag being 
fired three times, and Suspect Ayala made a groaning sound. Deputy 

did not see who employed the stun bag or Suspect Ayala being hit due 
to his position behind the roof air vent. After Suspect Ayala groaned, he climbed 
back onto the rooftop with the 2x4 still in his possession. Suspect Ayala 
appeared angry and said, “It’s on now." Suspect Ayala was OC sprayed by 
Deputy and the arrest team attempted to control Suspect Ayala. 
Deputy| used his body weight on Suspect Ayala's back while 
A to control his left hand with a firm grip. Deputy and Sergeant 


used firm grips on the suspect's right arm and legs respectively [Involved 
Interviews, Deputy TTT paces 25-31]. 


Several other deputy personnel responded to the rooftop to assist in controlling 
Suspect Ayala. — ee he heard Deputy Vega, who was 


next to him while trying to control Suspect Ayala, state he was employing the 
Taser. Deputy RR NR orc the sound of a Taser being employed but 
did not actually see Deputy Vega employ the Taser. —— NR +- 
able to control Suspect Ayala’s left arm and place it behind his back. Deputy 
stated Suspect Ayala was handcuffed by another deputy, but he 


did not see who handcuffed the suspect. After being handcuffed, Suspect Ayala 
was guided down the ladder with the assistance of Fire Department personnel.

On December 19, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and John Gutierrez 
interviewed Deput (Deputy —— at ELA Sheriff's 
Station. Deputy id not have representation during his interview. The 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy EE was assign to ELA Unit 28E/D. Deputy EE responded 
to Gerhart Avenue after Deputy Magallanes requested additional units to the 
location. Deputy EN. directed to take a position in the alley east of 
Gerhart Avenue. Suspect Ayala traveled north across the rooftops, and ignored 
deputies' commands to come down. Deput took a position north of 

South Gerhart Avenue. Deputy ved his presence would 
stop Suspect Ayala from traveling past South Gerhart Avenue. 


Suspect Ayala was on the rooftop talking incoherently and not listening to 
commands being given by personnel. Deputy BER. there were also 
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deputies (arrest team) on the rooftop o! outh Gerhart Avenue. Deputy 
Magallanes requested Deputy ito come to the front of the location. 
Once in the front of the location, Deputy Mav the suspect transition 


from the rooftop to the front facade. MET personnel tried to communicate with 
Suspect Ayala, but he did not cooperate with them. 


Suspect Ayala ripped off pieces of building materials and threw them at 
personnel in front of the location. Deputy MR stated Deputy Vega 
employed the stun bag at Suspect Ayala multiple times. After the stun bag 
employment, Suspect Ayala climbed onto the rooftop toward the arrest team. 
Deputy ismelled OC spray in the air but he did not see who employed 
it. Deputy ascended a ladder on the south side of South Gerhart 
Avenue to help in the control of Suspect Ayala. Deputy’ saw the 
suspect on his stomach “fighting and refusing to put his hands behind his back." 
Deput traddled the suspect's back and pinned him down. Deputy 
stated he heard someone say, “Be careful, I'm drive stunning him," 
followed by the sound of a Taser being activated [Involved Interviews, Deputy 
ages 20-31]. 


Suspect Ayala was handcuffed, wrapped in a canvas type material provided by 
Fire Department personnel, and guided down the ladder. Deputy ERE. 
not observe injuries to the suspect or deputy personnel.

Deput was assigned to ELA Unit 27F/P with Deputy Vega. Deputy 

nd Deputy Vega (Unit 27F) responded to Gerhart Avenue for a "backup 
request for a burglary suspect standing on a rooftop of a business." Upon arrival, 
Unit 27F was directed to a containment position in the alley east of Gerhart 
Avenue. Deputy Suspect Ayala on the roof only when the suspect 
would move to the rear of the building nearthe alley. Suspect Ayala was yelling 
incoherently and acting erratically. Dep. sic an arrest team was on 
the rooftop with Suspect Ayala while they were in the alley. 


Unit 27F was positioned in the alley for approximately thirty minutes before being 
relocated to Gerhart Avenue. When Unit 27F moved to Gerhart Avenue, Deputy 
HE saw Suspect Ayala seated on exposed framing near the roof line of 
Hi South Gerhart Avenue. Oo a position in front of Mia 
South Gerhart Avenue. Deputy as near the building behind the light 


pole [as noted in Exhibit R]. Deputy personnel communicated with Suspect 
Ayala and directed him to come down the ladder that was provided by Fire 
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Department personnel. Suspect Ayala did not comply with the direction. 
Suspect Ayala armed himself with a piece of wood (2x4) he broke off from the 
building. The 2x4 was approximately four feet long with nails protruding from one 
end. 


Suspect Ayala swung the 2x4 at Fire Department personnel, who were holding 
the ladder approximately three feet from the suspect. Deputy| heard 
Deputy Vega shout, “Stun bag, stun bag! Stun bag!” Deputy Vega employed the 
stun bag three or four times at Suspect Ayala. Suspect Ayala was struck in the 
“mid-section and lower back [Involved Interviews, Deputy] 

pages 14-17]. 


After the employment of the stun bag, Suspect Ayala dropped the piece of wood 
and climbed onto the rooftop. The arrest team was already on the rooftop of 
Bu Gerhart Avenue. Deputy MM ost visual of Suspect Ayala as he 
responded to the ladder to climb onto the rooftop. Deputy NEL the 
odor of OC spray in the air but did not see it employed. Deputy 

repositioned himself so he could see what was happening on the rooftop. 


Deputy saw Suspect Ayala standing on the rooftop, swinging his arms 
wildly while the arrest team attempted to control him. The arrest team ordered 
Suspect Ayala to “get on the ground,” but they appeared to be slipping down the 
pitched rooftop. Deputy Al oo up the ladder on the west side of 
South Gerhart Avenue to assist the arrest team. Once on the rooftop, Deputy 
[saw Suspect Ayala on his stomach with both arms tucked under his 
chest. Suspect Ayala was not complying with the deputies' commands to place 
his hands behind his back. Deputy MU oo Suspect Ayala's left wrist 


and forearm. Deputy [| W Deputy Vega drive stun Suspect Ayala's left 
leg [Involved Interviews, Deputy ATT pages 21-27]. 
Suspect Ayala was handcuffed and wrapped in a "tarp canvas" provided by Fire 


Department personnel. Suspect Ayala was guided down the ladder on the south 
side of MM South Gerhart Avenue. 


On December 19, 2019, IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and Joe Morales interviewed 
Sergeant Sergeant . A second interview with Sergeant 
a... conducted on February 18, 2020, with IAB Sergeants Ray Jones and 
Jeremy Carr. Both interviews occurred at Internal Affairs Bureau. Sergeant 
EB. represented by Professional Peace Officer Association Labor 
Representative Teresa O'Neil for both interviews. The following is a summary of 
the interview: 


Ser con: -,-- ELA Unit 21S/P and responded to ed 
— the city of Commerce. Upon arrival, Sergeant saw Suspect 
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Ayala on a rooftop [as noted in Exhibit S, Image 4]. Sergeant Wi contacted 
Sergeant Castro and the handling deputy, Deputy Magallanes. Suspect Ayala 
moved across several rooftops and did not stay in one spot. Deputy Magallanes 
gave commands to Suspect Ayala to come down. Suspect Ayala ignored the 
commands. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant [i described the rooftop Suspect Ayala was on 
as a commercial building that appeared to be “open for business, however 
nobody was inside.” Sergeant [Eas unsure how Suspect Ayala got 
onto the roof. 


‘as notified and arrived approximately “20-30 minutes” after Sergeant 
Sergeant o Sergeant Castro discussed a plan of sending 
personnel onto the roof, because Suspect Ayala did not comply with commands 
to come down. Sergeant [ii stated MET was not present during the tactical 
discussion he had with Sergeant Castro. During the discussion, the plan was for 
Sergeant to take five or six deputies onto the rooftops. 


IAB NOTE: Sergeant MU was newly assigned to ELA Station on May 5, 
209, and did not know the names of all the deputies that went onto the 
roof with him. He stated it was —— m 
other male deputies, and one female deputy (contact team). 


Sending personnel onto the roof gave Suspect Ayala an option on getting off the 
roof by surrendering to personnel. When Suspect Ayala was standing on the 
rooftop [as noted in Exhibit S, Image 3], Sergeant lian the contact team 
ascended to the rooftop of the building south of Suspect Ayala’s location. Fire 
Department personnel supplied a ladder for the contact team to ascend to the 
roof. 


Suspect Ayala began traveling north across rooftops once he saw the contact 
team climb up the ladder. Once on the rooftop, Sergeant [thought there 
were too many people on the roof and sent the two unknown male deputies and 
female deputy back down the ladder. Sergeant Dopo ERR NR 
and Deputy A (arrest team) were the only deputy personnel on the rooftop 
at this time. Sergeant told Suspect Ayala to “stop running,” and they 
"were there to help him" [Involved Interviews, Sergeant UU page 
18]. 


Suspect Ayala moved across rooftops until he got to the rooftop of Ml South 
Gerhart Avenue [as noted in Exhibit S, Image 1]. Once the three deputies 
descended down the ladder, the arrest team proceeded north across rooftops to 
BD Gerhart Avenue. 
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IAB NOTE: Sergeant Mc he and the arrest team “jumped” 
rooftops, which were not connected, to get to roofto South Gerhart 
Avenue [Involved Interviews, Sergeant Pages 23-24]. 

IAB NOTE: The largest gap between rooftops were approximately ten feet 
[Miscellaneous Documents]. 


Suspect Ayala did not appear to be aware of the arrest team’s approach 
because he seemed focused on the personnel on the ground in front of 

South Gerhart Avenue. Suspect Ayala did not notice the arrest team until they 
were behind him on the rooftop of South Gerhart Avenue. 


IAB NOTE: a, ce he was aware of the Department's foot 
pursuit policy. Sergeant believed the arrest team's movements did 
not classify as a foot pursuit. He stated Suspect Ayala was stationary at 

South Gerhart Avenue rooftop once the arrest team made their 
approach toward him [Involved Interviews, Sergeant mts NN (2"°), 
pages 18-21]. 


Once the arrest team reached lll South Gerhart Avenue, Suspect Ayala 

positioned himself behind the west facing facade of the building. MET tried to 

communicate with Suspect Ayala, but he would not respond to them. Suspect 

Ayala began breaking off pieces of building material and armed himself with a six 

foot long two by four with nails protruding from the end (2x4). Sergeant 

saw Deputy Vega deploy the stun bag. The arrest team moved back on 

rooftop and “took a knee” to provide a clear backdrop for Deputy Vega. Sergeant 
heard four stun bag rounds being employed. He did not see what 

occurred prior to the employment of the stun bag or if Suspect Ayala was hit. 


Sergeant NM eco Suspect Ayala yell, "Ow!" Suspect Ayala then said, "Fuck 
this, it's on,” and he began to climb onto the rooftop toward the arrest team. 
Sergeant believed Susp: 


ect Ayala was coming onto the roof to fight. 
Sergeant directed Dep sn MEM o < his OC spray upon Suspect 


Ayala [Involved Interviews, Sergeant page 30]. Suspect Ayala 
continued his transition onto the rooftop. Suspect Ayala was laying on the 
rooftop when Sergeant aped himself around Suspect Ayala’s legs. 
Sergeant did not observe the force used by Deputy MEM MU 
Deputy because he was focused on controlling Suspect Ayala's legs. 


Suspect Ayala did not cooperate with the arrest team and tried to break free from 
their grasp by thrashing his body. Sergeant} heard someone say, “Stop 
resisting. Stop fighting. Let us handcuff you.” Suspect Ayala ignored the 
commands and continued to thrash his body around. Sergeant Hes 
unaware that a Taser was employed while he was controlling Suspect Ayala’s 
legs. 
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IAB NOTE: Sergeant Hes not made aware of the Taser 
employment until after the incident. Sergeant M- o uo not remember 
who informed him about the Taser usage, but he was concemed that 
someone would employ a Taser while the suspect was elevated off the 
ground [Involved Interviews, Sergeant AEE page 43]. 


Sergeant [stated the control of Suspect Ayala occurred in the middle of the 
roof [as noted in Exhibit S, Image 2]. Sergeant [was not concerned 
about the arrest team or Suspect Ayala falling off the roof. At no point did 
Sergeant feel someone pushing on his buttocks to keep him from falling 
off the roof. Sergeant said he was never close enough to the edge that he 
was concerned about falling off the roof. Sergeant | — siated Suspect Ayala's 
head was pointed north and his feet were pointed south. Sergeant applied 
the hobble to Suspect Ayala’s legs but did not know who applied the handcuffs. 


Fire Department personnel provided a blanket which Suspect Ayala was 
wrapped in “like a burrito.” Suspect Ayala was guided down the ladder. 
Sergeant [i dia not observe injuries to Suspect Ayala or deputy personnel 
following this incident. 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 
SUSPECT MARWIN AYALA 


On June 24, 2019, IAB Sergeants Jeremy Carr and Amber Veatch interviewed 
Suspect Ayala at Inmate Reception Center. The following is a summary of the 
interview: 


IAB NOTE: Suspect Ayala did not remember breaking into the 
warehouse. Suspect Ayala entered and sat in a parked vehicle with a 
window that was already broken. 


Suspect Ayala said he was on a rooftop when he first saw deputy personnel. 
Deputies told him to come down, but Suspect Ayala was scared and refused to 
follow their commands. Suspect Ayala began breaking off pieces of wood from 
the frame. Suspect Ayala did not fight with Fire Department or deputy personnel 
but stated he did push away the ladder they placed it near him. As Fire 
Department personnel placed the ladder near him, he told them he would come 
down once they stepped away from him. Suspect Ayala stated he never came 
down because, "They never gave me space." 


Suspect Ayala said he broke off pieces of wood and swung it at deputy personnel 
on the roof. Suspect Ayala said he did not intentionally throw items at deputy 
personnel. Suspect Ayala hung off the side of the roof when he broke off pieces 
of building materials. Suspect Ayala said he was shot with the "bean bag" (stun 
bag) about five times. 
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Suspect Ayala stated the deputies pulled him onto the rooftop. He knew he was 
peppered sprayed but could not remember when it happened. Once on the 
rooftop, Suspect Ayala said he did not fight with the deputies that were on the 
rooftop. Suspect Ayala stated he was “tasered a couple times." Suspect Ayala 
said he was lying on the roof when he was tased. Suspect Ayala stated he drank 
two twenty-two ounce cans of beer and smoked Methamphetamine prior to being 
contacted by deputy personnel. 


IAB NOTE: Suspect Ayala was incoherent at times during the interview.
